Mix this thoroughly antd wm at the 
rate of one quart of the mixture to 
a wheelbarrow of mulch, wen mixed, 
and applied an iiKh deep under the 
entire spread of the branches. In- 
Mead of mixing with the mukh, it 
can be sprinkled on at the rate of 2'/i 
pODiKb to 100 square feet. Be sure 
not to let it touch the trunk. Apply 
this feeding cmce a year. 

These plants should never be al- 
lowed to go into the winter dry, so 
if the fan is a dry one, soak them 
wen before cold weather comes.

A seven-man Jury deliberated 
ijust forty mtoutes to return an 
acquittal verdict in the case 
against County ffiieriff C. Roger 
Malbon last Priday in the Prin- 
cess Anne County Circuit Court. 

the county official was cteared 
of charges brought by 14 petl- 
tiohers, who charred that Malbon 
Was guilty of "malfeasance, mis- 
feasance, incompetetusy and gross 
negleet of offlcisri duty" in that he 
had permitted "open and notori- 
ous gambling and the illegal sale 
of Whtoky." 

the prosecution, upon hearing 
the verdict, immediately made a 
motion to set aside the verdict; 
th# appeal is scheduled to be 
heard on October 29, the same 
date Virginia Beach Police Chief 
Reeves B. Johnson is to be tried 
on similar charges. 

Malbon 's trial lasted two dav.s, 
during which more than 7S wit- 
nesses were called to testify, and 
only two of the petitioners took 
the stand and neither offered evi- 
dence to support the charges. 

Testimony brought out during 
the trial revealed that one of the 
signers of the petition, Leo E. 
BUley, of Vlrglnto Beach, had at 
one time engaged in the slot ma- 
chine business. 

the appeal will be heard by 
Judge R. Watson Sadler, of Char- 
iotteavllle's Corporation Court, on 
Octoiier 28.

And he advised Mr., 
MMifoe" to live one day at a time 
and let tomorrow take care of 
itself. 

-Acceping this advice brought 
a different mental attitude and 
a change in Mr. Monroe's life, 
and things began to work out all 
right. His nervous condition dis- 
appeared and his health return- 
ed to normal.

At the zoo, my small daughter 
reserves her admiration for the 
tiny bird.s, snakes, turtles, monk- 
eys. Even the larger examples of 
these species— the ostriches, ana- 
condas, huge turtles and gorillas 
—she refuses to speculate about. 
She isn't swayed by the strength, 
agility and majesty of lions. Per- 
haps the monsters frighten her 
when they roar and show their 
teeth and she hopes that If she 
ignores them they will fade like 
bad dreams. 

This is the way some persons 
heed news of atomic reaction. Of 
course some erased ones take 
endrmous delight in contemplat- 
ing the destruction and death im- 
prisoned in the atom and are 
fascinated by thoughts of the te- 
lease of doom, but most normal 
persons confronted with the sub- 
ject of the atom plead with ttieir 
eyes and a half apologetic tongue 
that you forsake fuitasy and dis- 
cuss food, ctothing, politics, foot- 
ball.
